NEXT  WEEK 

“RIP  VAN  WINKLE” 

A Production  cf  tlie  Famous  American  Comedy 


Entertaining  and  famous  are  the 
two  adjectives  that  may  best  be  ap- 
plied to  “Rip  Van  Winkle,’’  which 
will  follow  “The  Rivals”  on  the  stage 
of  The  Repertory  Theatre  of  Boston. 
In  the  current,  number  of  The  Rep- 
ertory Spectator,  which  will  be 
mailed  or  handed  in  the  theatre  free 
of  charge  to  anyone  interested,  will 
be  found  a brief  historical  account  of 
this  most  notable  of  American  plays 
made  famous  by  Joseph  Jefferson. 
Here  we  need  briefly  outline  the  play 
and  refer  to  some  of  its  many  excel- 
lencies. 

The  action  of  “Rip  Van  Winkle” 
takes  place  in  the  little  village  of 
Falling  Water  and  in  the  Catskill 
Mountains,  and  it  presents  many  of 
the  scenes  and  reproduces  many  of 
the  incidents  in  the  story  by  Wash- 
ington Irving  from  which  it  is  dram- 
atized. Rip  himself  is  a ne’erdowell, 
fond  of  his  ease  and  fonder  still  of 
the  flowing  bowl.  His  wife  is  a shrew, 
and  she  drives  him  by  her  nagging 
into  still  further  vagabondage.  One 
day  he  leaves  his  boon  companions 
of  the  village,  and  wanders  away 
with  his  dog,  Schneider,  among  the 
hills.  Becoming  weary,  he  lies  down 
and  goes  to  sleep,  and  by  a spell 
cast  upon  him  he  does  not  wake  for 
twenty  years. 

When,  he  at  last  comes  to  life  again, 
he  cannot  at  first  understand  what 
has  happened  to  him.  No  dog  comes 
when  he  calls.  His  gun  falls  to 
pieces  in  his  hands  when  he  picks  it 
up.  He  is  stiff  and  sore,  and  he  can 
scarcely  walk.  He  has  a long  gray 
beard.  Slowly  he  makes  his  way 
homeward,  but  everything  of  course 
is  changed.  He  scarcely  recognizes 
his  old  home  town,  nor  can  he  find 
anybody  who  knows  him.  Poor  Rip 
is  greeted  with  derision,  and  although 
once  the  joy  and  life  of  the  village  he 
is  now  unknown  and  unremembered. 
One  of  the  great  emotional  effects  up- 
on the  audience  is  caused  by  the  poor 
old  man’s  struggle  to  make  his  daugh- 


ter recognize  him,  and  with  the  mo- 
ment of  her  recognition  he  knows  that 
at  last  he  is  on  the  way  to  happiness. 
The  .Catskill  Mountain  scenes  show 
Hendrik  Hudson  and  his  merry  spec- 
tral crew  playing  at  bowls,  from 
time  immemorial  the  natives  of  that 
region  attributing  the  peals  of  thun- 
der to  the  noise  they  make  at  their 
game.  In  every  way,  “Rip  Van 
Winkle”  is  a fascinating  combination 
of  the  real  and  the  unreal,  and  its 
pure  comedy  has  contributed  not  a 
little  to  its  continuous  popularity. 

Rip  Van  Winkle  will  be  acted  in 
our  production  by  Francis  Wilson.  It 
is  about  twenty  years  since  Joseph 
Jefferson  died  and  Francis  Wilson  is  the 
one  man  in  America  best  fitted  to  be 
his  successor  as  Rip.  He  was  Jef- 
ferson’s intimate  friend,  and  is  his 
biographer.  Ten  years  he  has  stud- 
ied the  part,  until  there  is  no  doubt 
he  will  be  Rip  Van  Winkle  himself 
in  the  eyes  of  the  audience.  He  is 
the  one  man  for  the  part  in  the  whole 
list  of  American  comedians  and  Bos- 
ton is  most  fortunate  in  seeing  him 
make  his  first  appearance  as  Rip  in 
our  city. 

Rip  is  one  of  the  deathless  per- 
sonalities of  the  stage.  Everybody 
knows  the  legend  upon  which  the 
story  and  the  play  are  founded.  It 
is  a tale  that  appeals  through  its  sim- 
plicity to  the  heart  of  every  theatre- 
goer. However  much  we  may  pre- 
fer the  latest,  up-to-date  invention  of 
the  latest  successful  dramatist,  we  all 
like  to  see  the  things  of  the  past  on 
the  stage  once  in  a while,  and  “Rip 
Van  Winkle”  is  a play  with  so  fa- 
] mous  a past  that  it  is  certain  to  be 
received  at  The  Repertory  Theatre 
| of  Boston  with  the  utmost  cordiality. 
It  is  an  example  of  American  comedy 
at  its  best,  as  “The  Rivals”  is  a per- 
petual example  of  English  comedy.

This  balcony  opens 
into  the  spacious  Club  Library  with 
its  beamed  oak  ceiling  and  cheerful 
open  fire  place.  This  room  will  com- 
fortably seat  one  hundred  and  is  espe- 
cially suited  to  teas,  receptions,  card 
parties  and  functions  where  exclusive 
intimacy  is  desired.  Repertory  Hall, 
Balcony  and  Club  Library  form  one 
of  the  most  charming  units  for  enter- 
tainment in  the  city  and  early  reser- 
vations  are  advised  from  those  re-  ; 
quiring  a hall  of  this  character. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 

Repertory  Hall  will  seat  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty.  The  seats  are  remov- 
able making  the  Hall  available  for 
dancing,  the  floor  having  been  de- 
signed and  constructed  for  that  pur- 
pose. It  will  accommodate  two  hun- 
dred couples.  The  stage  ro  concert 
platform  will  take  care  of  an  orche- 
stra of  twenty-five  pieces.

The  heating,  lighting 
and  ventilating  systems  are  all  of  the 
latest  and  most  approved  design  and 
added  comfort  will  be  secured 
through  the  installation  of  the  latest 
improved  air-washing  device,  by 
means  of  which  all  air  entering  the 
Hall,  as  well  as  the  Theatre,  is 
cleaned,  purified  and  cooled.
